To  wadi  ip  Affairs. 

Various  circumstance*  seen  to  iodicate 
that  the  con*  ideratiou  of  our  township 
affair*,  for  the  present  year,  involve* 
matter*  of  more  than  ordinary  impor¬ 
tance.  Soon  the  lime  will  arrive  for  the 
Anunal  Meeting,  and  the  *kirmi*hing, 
which  usually  begin*  soon  after  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  new  year,  ha*  already  com 
menecd.  The  horrible  condition  of 
Broad  street,  the  main  thoroughfare  of 
the  township,  is  made  a  target  of  by  sharp 
shooting  videttea  in  all  quarters.  The 
“pldest  inhabitant"  insists  that  the  trav 
eling  on  this  street  was  never  so  bad  as 
it  has  been  for  tbe  past  few  days.  Few 
will  deny  that  the  time  has  come  when 
the  permanent  improvement  of  this 
Strict  must  be  effect  d. 

/-—There  aro  other  matters  of  public 
interest  that  urgently  need  discussion, 
and  it  ia  not  too  soon  to  fix  upon  some 
policy  for  the  year  we  have  now  entered 
upon.  We  need  to  decide  upon  some 
thing  definite,  in  regard  to  improve¬ 
ments  of  all  kinds.  “Pay  a*  we  go," 
sbonld  bo  cemented  in  with  the  founda¬ 
tion.  “Economy*  Good  Management" 
would  be  a  suitable  motto  to  inscribe  on 
the  corner  atone.  The  plan  that  has 
been  pursued  iu  the  past  has  been  a 
hap- hazard  one.  Look  at  the  manner 
in  which  the  fnnds  vbted  for  road  par- 
poses  have  been  expended  from  1873  to 
tbe  present  time.  Duriug  this  period  of 
ubout  tv>o  and  a  half  years,  some  820,000 

piVwfow^>ur  mud  road*.  This  money-* baa 

twea  apportioned  meemiogty  wilhoolany 

particular  plan  in  view  except  a  policy  of 
conciliation,  by  spending  a  certain  share 
of  the  fund  in  this  or  that  locality,  with 
little  consideration  of  the  general  public 
good.  No  wonder  it  is  difficult  to  see, after 
the  whole  has  been  spent,  what  ha*  be¬ 
come  of  it,  or  what  the  township  has  to 
show  for  it. 

That  there  should  be  a  radical  change 
in  the  manner  of  working  our  roads  is 
very  evident,  and  it  ia  to  be  hoped  that 
the  change  will  take  place  the  present 
year.  Various  plans  have  been  proposed. 
One  of  them  is  to  accumulate,  by  asscss- 
mtnts  made  each  year,  a  fund  to  remain 
unapplied  until  we  have  money  enough 
on  hand  to  muke  permanent,  substan¬ 
tial,  paved  roads.  A  better  plan,  in  view 
of  the  urgent  need  of  good  roads,  would 
be  to  raise  say  &10,000  yearly  aud  devote 
it  at  odetiboward  macadamizing  or  paving 
the  main  streets,  beginning  at  the  Cen¬ 
tre,  and  extending  the  improvement 
each  year  os  fur  as  the  fund  would  per¬ 
mit.  If  this  plan  had  been  commenced 
in  the  Spring  of  1873,  if  the  $20,000 
spent  for  road  purposes  from  then  until 
now,  had  been  used  to  put  down  a  Tel¬ 
ford  pavement  on  Broad  street  begin¬ 
ning  at  the  juuction  with  Bloomfield 
avenue,  it  would  have  been  completed* 
a*d paid/or  by  ^hi*  time,  from  the  Cen¬ 
tre  to-' the  Midland  Railway  bridge. 

We  do  not  say  this  at  all  ia  a  fault¬ 
finding  spirit,  but  purely  argumentatively. 
If  there  is  any  fault  we  would  find  with 
the  people  of  Bloomfield,  it  is  that  they 
do  not  sufficiently  criticize,  or  tuke 
enongbrioterest  iu,  the  publio  affairs  of 
the  township.  Our  average  citizen  is 
apt  to  do  a  little  growling  when  his  tux- 
bill  cornea  iu  ;  a  little  more  perhaps  when 
he  goes  to  pay  it.  But  he  ia  seldom  aeen 
at  the  Town  Committee  Room,  as  a  com- 
plaiuaut,  nor  are  indignation  meetings 
aa  frequent  as  perhaps  they  should  be. 

As  the  time  approaches  for  the  annual 
election,  there  is  always  some  talk  along 
the  streets  and  in  the  stores,  but  it  bos 
never  yet  crystallized  into  healthy  action. 
Tbe  “tkirmisbiug"  as  it  has  been  termed 
in  the  beginning — goes  on  until  the  gen¬ 
eral  engagement  cornea  off  at  the  town 
flection,  when  a  few  candidates  are  left 
on  the  field  hurs-du combat,  or  some  ap¬ 
propriation,  ou  the  spur  of  the  moment 
i*  either  killed  oatngbt  or  raised  to  a 
ridiculous  figure  ;  then  the  town  goes  on 
iu  the  old  way  for  another  year. 

The  hi*to*y  of  tbe  gas  improvement 
in  our  town  furnishes  food  for  reflection 
and  illustrates  this  weakness  we  have  for 
going  to  extremes.  At  first  there  was 
a  danger  of  having  no  gas  at  all.  Then, 
suddenly, instead  of  a  moderate,  cautions 
beginning  by  lighting  a  small  district 
iu  tbe  Centre,  we  had  a  grand  blaze  of 
glory  ;  236  lamps  were  lighted, 

tending  from  Center  to  circumference, — 
three  times  the  number  lighted  in  Mor¬ 
ristown,  a  much  larger  and  far  wealthier 
plane  than  Bloomfield.  The  ultimate  rr 
suit  will  soon  be,  very  likely,  oo  gas  at 


abort  article  elsewhere,  showing  tho  de¬ 
plorable  state  of  a  neighboring  town¬ 
ship’s  finances  through  exceaaive  aa^M- 
meuts,  aud,  consequently,  uncollectable 
taxes,  should  be  a  warning  to  ns.  Bloom¬ 
field  ia  thrice  fortnnate  in  not  having  a 
dollar  of  bonded  debt.  The  advantage 
of  bonding  has  been  alluringly  held  up 
but  the  town  has  taken  no  stock  therein, 
as  yet,  and  we  hope  the  day  ia  yet  dis¬ 
tant  when  she  will  be  tempted  to  do  so. 
One  of  tbe  favoriie  argument*  of  bond- 
advocatee  ha*  been  :  ‘Let  ns  go  in  for 
improvements  tinder  tbe  bonding  sys¬ 
tem  ;  we  ourselves  can  easily  pay  the  in¬ 
terest  ou  the  bonds  ;  oor  children  will  be 
abundantly  able  to  pay  the  principal.  * 
Tbe  falsity  of  such  reasoning  has  been 
clearly  demonstrated  in  the  town  refer¬ 
red  to,  where  the  kix  payers,  utterly  un¬ 
able  to  take  care  of  tnis  easy  (?)  matter 
of  interest,  are  bow  in  danger  of  losing 
their  property  by  confiscation. 

The  Cost  of  Searching  the  Records. 

Every  person  who  has  had  occasion  to 
purchase  real  estate  or  to  obtain  a  mort¬ 
gage  loan,  is  aware  that  a  considerable 
expense  must  be  incuned  in  making 
seurvhes  tor  liens  agaiuat  the  property  he 
is  interested  in.  It  is  one  of  the  condi¬ 
tions  Imposed  4>y  insurance  companies 
and  other  lending  institutions  that  the 
borrower  shall,  in  addition  to  paying  tbe 
interest  and  tuxes,  pay  alao  the 
coat  of  searching  the  reoords.  The 
County  Clerk  and  Register  each  have 
their  legal  fees  for  furnishing  certificates, 
but  besides  this©,  there  are  four  Courts, 
located  at  Trenton,  from  the  clerks  of 
which  certificates  at  greater  or  less  cost 
must  be  obtained,  recording  tho  judg¬ 
ments,  if  any  there  ase,  that  may  have 
been  entered  against  the  owners  of  the 
property  daring  tweDtv  years.  Tho  cost 
of  a  title  search,  from  tho  Coauty  Coart 
House  to  Trenton,  ranges  from  $20  to 
$75.  Twenty  years  ago,  exoepting  in 
the  larger  cities,  it  was  seldom  thought 
necessary  to  have  title  eearches  made. 


“Croaking.” 

A  qnmmnnication  was  published  in  the 
Newark  Advertiser  last  Tuesday,  entitled 
“Township  Taxes  ;  Croaking  the  Order 
of  the  Day  ;  Is  it  Justifiable  ?”— from 
which  it  appears  that  tho  townships 
ore  nests  of  taxpaying  grumblers,  and 
particularly  Bloomfield,  since  she  is 
plainly  pointed  out  by  certain  allusions 
that  are  made.  The  writer  slates  that  he 
haa  examined  oui  tux  list  and  finds  that 
there  is  no  cause  whatever  for  complaint  :

Immeasurable  benefits  conferred?  And  to 
make  the  unreoaonableness  still  more  obvious, 
we  notice  that  lathe  township  under  Inspec¬ 
tion  two  eeventbs  of  the  entire  tax  is  for  school 
purposes,  Including*  large  payment  on  the  cost 
of  s  new  balldmg,  aud  one-seventh  of  the  en¬ 
tire  tax  Is  for  lamp  Ux,  including  a  large  pay¬ 
ment  for  lamp  pws**Utelv  set,  which,  as  well 
as  the  school  house,  is  a  fpermanent  improve¬ 
ment  and  enhance*. the  value  of  the  assets  of 
the  town.” 

After  thus  showing  that  there  is  no 
reason  for  grumbling,  he  sermonizes  on 
the  “pernicious  influence  of  croaking 

“How  It  stultifies  all  the  higher  aud  nobler 
aspirations,  and  begeU  a  picayune  state  of 
mind  that  hesitates  and  palters  over  every  Im¬ 
provement  that  will  cost  something  l  But  this 
disagreeable  sod  unhuppy  state  of  feeling  Is  rot 
the  worst  of  these  consequences.  Tito  very 
aim  of  the  croaker,  lu  which,  alas !  be  Is  too 
frequently  successful,  Is  to  embarrass  and  pre¬ 
vent  most  deslrableJmprovemcnU.”  Etc. 

It  is  probable  that  this  ardent  advo¬ 
cate  of  high  taxesbas  himself  paid  only  a 
four-dollar  poll-tax,  with  perhaps  the 
Justice's  cost  of  a  few  cents  added  there¬ 
to  for  euforced  payment  1  In  nine  cases 
out  of  ten,  he  who  goes  in  for  rolling  np 
the  tax.es  pays  next  to  nothing  himself. 

But  without  dealing  in  probabilities, 
wo  will  undertake  to  say  emphatically 
that  unjustifiable  complaints  here  in  re¬ 
gard  to  tuxes  are  few  and  far  between. 
There  certainly  is  no  call  for  the  aspersion 
“Croaking  the  Order  of  the  Day."  If  not 
a  gross  libel,  it  ia  at  least  unjast,  unwar¬ 
ranted  by  facts.  There  is  ,uo  more 
“dissatisfaction”  and  “grumbHufe”  here¬ 
about  iu  regard  to  taxation  than  else¬ 
where  in  the  State.  And  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  such  reflections  should 
appear  in  a  prominent,  influential  jour¬ 
nal,  thus  giviug  them  the  endorsement 
of  reliability.

In  order  to  simplify  tho  manner  aud 
reduce  the  cost  of  obtaining  searches, 
the  Newark  Courier  has  proposed 
as  a  remedy,  the  passage  of  a  law  “that 
no  judgment  or  decree  shall  be  a  ben 
on  land  nntil  a  short  abstract  of  it 
is  filed  in  the  Clerk’s  office  of  the  coun¬ 
ty  where  the  land  lies.  This  abstract 
need  consist  only  of  the  parties,  date  and 
amount,  and  could  be  filed  with  little 
delay  or  expense  by  any  party  desiring 
to  create  a  Then  every  man  could 

ascertain  for  himself,  from  his  owncoan- 
ty  records,  whether  his  land  is  clear  or 
not,  or  he  could  obtain  a  full  search  in  a 
short  time  and  at  reasonable  cost.  ” 

In  regard  to  searches  for  old  judgments 
in  the  Courts  at  Trenton,  the  Courier  al¬ 
so  proposes  : 

“We  understand  that  the  records  of 
judgments  in  the  Supreme  Court  for 
twenty  years  past,  are  contained  in  aboot 
thirty  books.  Of  these  judgments,  a 
large  proportion  have  been  cancelled, and 
need  not  be  regarded.  Now  let  an  alpha¬ 
betical  index  be  carefully  prepared,  show¬ 
ing  the  parties,  dates  and  uruouDts  of  all 
judgments  uncancelled  for  twenty  years 
prior  to  the  change  in  the  law  as  pro¬ 
posed.  Let  this  index  be  printed  and 
deposited  in  eaoh  County  Clerk’s  office, 
and  also  distributed  as  generally  as'  re¬ 
quired.  In  this  way  the  whole  matter 
would  be  placed  on  a  new  basil  The 
Supreme  Court  Clerk’s  fees  would  arise 
from  the  Datural  j  idiciul  business  of  the 
Conrt,  and  the  office  wonld  still  be  one 
of  the  best  in  the  State.  Every  man 
would  be  able  to  find  ut  the  county  of¬ 
fices  all  bens  upon  his  land,  without 
waiting  a  week  for  the  mail  to  bring 
from  Trenton  those  solemn  looking  cer¬ 
tificates  under  tho  seals  of  lour  tri¬ 
bunals.” 


West  Orange  Finances. 

At  a  recent  Town  Meeting  held  in 
West  Orange,  in  response  to  a  question 
of  a  citizen  why  the  taxes  had  not  been 
collected,  the  Collector  said  that  the 
tax?*  had  not  been  forthcoming  and  that 
he  knew  of  no  other  means  than  those 

T^trd  also  said  that  he  had  held  a  sale  of 
property  for  taxes  when  there  wus  only 
oue  bidder. 

Another  citizen  declared  for  a  confisca¬ 
tion  of  property  that  failod  to  pay  its  tax. 
He  thought  that”  if  tho  sales  for  taxes 
were  advertised  in  some  other  city  than 
Orange  and  the  statement  made  that  the 
property  was  sold  at  a  sacrifice,  capital¬ 
ists  from  other  places  would  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the  opportunity! 

From  a  statement  mado  by  the  Town 
Treasurer,  it  appeared  that  the  entire 
bonded  debt  of  the  township,  was  $244,- 
000.  The  Town  Committee  had  fonnd 
it  necessary  to  gives  notes  amounting  to 
about  $20,000,  as  renewals  of  out  stand 
ing  notes,  to  pay  interest  on  township 
bonds,  officers’  aaluries,  etc.  A  resident 
protested  against  the  further  issue  of 
bonds,  as  the  people  had  all  the  debt 
they  conld  bear,  and  favored  the  levying 
of  a  tax  to  meet  the  deficiency. 

Tho  township’s  debt  has  accumula¬ 
ted  on  account  of  a  large  share  of  the 
taxes  being  in  arrears.  Of  1874,  $41,- 
167.25  are  uncollected,  while  very  little 
of  tbe  taxes  of  1875  has  been  got  iu,  and 
it  is  estimated  that  upwards  of  $50,000 
is  uncollectable.  It  was  decided  to  in¬ 
struct  the  Town  Committee  to  obtain 
permission  of  tho  Legislature  to  issue 
township  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $35,- 
000,  to  ran  30  years  and  bear  7  per  cent, 
interest,  and  that  three  citizens  be  ap¬ 
pointed,  to  be  called  Tux  Fund  Commis¬ 
sioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take 
all  money*  collected  from  delinquent 
taxes  and  devote  them  to  the  extinguish¬ 
ment  of  the  bonds.

The  New  Insane  Asylum. 

The  Newark  Advertiser  publishes  an 
'open  letter”  addressed  to  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  the  New  Asylum  at  Morristown 
by  Col.  Freese,  of  Trenton.  It  is  a 
thoughtful,  well  considered  document, 
and  we  regret  not  having  space  to  copy 
it  entire.  The  point  nrgad  by  Col. 
Freeee  is  that  extraneons  expenditures 
on  this  immense  building  should  be  cur¬ 
tailed  as  far  as  passible,  ia  view  of  the 
present  depressed  condition  of  affairs. 
He  holds  that  more  money  is  being  spent 
and  is  proposed  to  be  expended,  than 
necessity  or  the  condition  of  the  State's 
finances  warrant.
